Mr. Whitehead, who is here in the 
interests of the corporation of which 
he is vice president incident to the 
suit which will be heard before Judge 
Flannelly in the Montgomery county | 
court next Wednesday, said Tuesday 
that the whole question of the pend­ 
ing suit is a muddle and that fact and 
rumor are so intermingled that ho 
doesn’t believe the people of this city 
have a clear understanding of the 
case at all. 
“In order to ascertain whether or 
not the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railway company is complying with 
the general office law of Kansas and 
maintaining in Parsons the offices re­ 
quired to be maintained for the trans­ 
action of its business, it is entirely 
unnecessary that receivers should be 
appointed, the charter of the com­ 
pany forfeited and the corporation 
dissolved,” he said. 
“If, as seems to 
me to he the case, the citizens of 
Parsons believe that 
the 
company 
has not maintained general offices 
according to law*, it is entirely proper 
that they should bring a suit to com­ 
pel tho company to do so, and on a 
trial of such a suit the railway Com­ 
pany would necessarily comply with 
any decision of the court. 
“By the appointment of ’•eceivers 
and 
dissolution 
of the corporation, 
the citizens of Parsons would defeat 
the very object they are seeking to 
accomplish, for a successful termina­ 
tion of such proceedings would only 
result in forcing the owners of the 
property to reincorporate, 
and 
be­ 
cause of the laws of the rejoining 
states such new corporation would 
have to be incorporated in tiDothei 
state. 
“The facts are. and they are con­ 
firmed by the records of the company 
in P arso n s, that the revenues from 
business in the state of Kansas do 
not equal the expenditures made by 
the railway company in the state—in 
other words, instead of taking money 


“This attack on the credit of the 
company is just as injurious to the 
city of Parsons and the state of Kan­ 
sas as it is to the company, 
it is 
not necessary to deliberately injure 
either party in order to settle the 
general office question.”

winter cases and laid eggs for Hie 
first spring brood of maggots.

maggots are now nearly mature at 
the base of the plants . Badly infest­ 
ed wheat is turning yellow and fall­ 
ing. 
Between now and wheat cut­ 
ting time a second swarm of I lies will 
appear to lay eggs for another brood 
of maggots which will be full fed and 
pass the summer in the stubble in 
the flaxseed stage.

die of August to the last of Septem -1

The fly passes the summer almost 
entirely in the resting stage iii the 
stubble and if this summer’s brool 
is plowed under or burned, the pes: 
ran be stamped out.

delay the sowing of wheat until thf 
first or possibly the second week in 
October so as to escape those flies 
whieh manage to pass the summer.

Half an hour 
later the negro killed Pedro, a friend 
of Zurell’s, who 
was said to have 
T een implicated in the mutilation of 
the girl. 
The blacks of the rival factions be­ 
gan arriving and Friday morning two 
of the opposing 
groups,

with machetes, met. Then the battle 
began.
